thoroughly done. Secretary Wilson is 
dealrous of establishing a similar school 
In connection with -the corn exposition 
to be held at Omaha In December, and 
this will be carried put provided favor¬ 
able congressional action can be se¬ 
cured. 

CANNED PRUNES. 

I Those who -have had opportunity to 
pick the fnll rljtened prune off tbe tree 
state that It possesses a delicious qual¬ 
ity snd flavor which are wanting jn tbe 
dry product of commerce, lu this con¬ 
nection considerable Interest Is felt 
both by growers and consumers of 
prunes In some experiments which 
have been lately cooducted In tbe can¬ 
ning of the fresh prune, as Is done so 
•KteMlveiy with apricots, pears snd 
peaches. Some of this canned product 
was sent to tbe Philippine Islands, re¬ 
turned to the factory which put It up 
aud found to be In perfect condition. 
This keeping quality of the prune when 
put up fresh Is a matter which seems 
to have been In considerable doubt.

The farm of Stephen A. Ritchie 
along the Beech Pork river, is 
considered historic ground in 
Kentucky, for here in the early 
days of the century was erected 
the firsl sour m4sh distillery 
I known in this country. It wa«- 
built and the first whisky wa> 
; made in it by John Ritchie, i 
Scotchman, who die<T in Nelson 
county in 1*2, at an advaiced 
age. 

Ritchie was one of the pioneers 
of the state, an Indian lighter 
ani an original, occupant ol 
Linn’s fort. He was the first 
man to-leave the fort and build 
an independent building. 

The bouse is ab at two •miles 
frcin the spot Where Linn’s fori 
stood, and about 200 yards from 
the hbuse are the ruins of the 
distillery. The distillery was 
eighteen feet square, one story 
high, with puncheon floor, and 
was constructed of cedar logs, 
which were in almost perfect 
state of preservation ai th* lime 
it was torn down n recent years. 

In this structure the meal was 
mashed and went through the 
necessary fermentation, after 
which the “ beer ” was carried 
over to the still in buckets, and 
the process of distillation com¬ 
pleted. , 

To the left of the distillery qre 
tj be seen the rums of the fur 
nace where the still located. 
The water necessary for the 
manufacture cf the wh'sky was 
furnished by a never-failing 
spring of ice cold wa’cr which 
poured from the rocks a short 
distance from the distillery. 

By John Ritchie's method of 
distillation a bushel Qf corn did 
not yield more’than a gallon of 
liquor, but, notwithstanding this 
fact, enough was made to enable 
Ritchie to make at least one trip

Clover th Hog Raising. 

The Iowa experiment station tuu 
furnished some Interesting figures 
which are eutltled to a careful exam¬ 
ination. One lot of ten pigs averaging 
sixty pounds In weight at the begin 
ning of the teat were put on clover pas¬ 
ture July 24 and allowed the run of 
that pasture uutll November 13, a pe¬ 
riod of sixteen weeks. 

They were fed corn In connection 
with tbe dovef and consumed 41*5 
pounds per 100 pounds of gain. An 
acre of clover pasture under those cou- 
dltfeus produced 400 pounds of pork 
during the sixteen week period men¬ 
tioned. a pretty good argument in fa¬ 
vor of clover. Timothy pasture under 
similar conditions produced 278 pounds 
of pork per acre. '* 

Tbe ten pigs on this pasture con¬ 
sumed 451 pouiuLs of corn per 10P 
pounds of gain.
